Thraa  lemurs,  ivhich  were  slalaii  lo  b&  6 months  of  age  and  of  adull 
size,  were  observed  Ireety  jumpirrg  wildly  through  oul  a room  in  which  2 adult  members  of  the  public  were  seated. 

The  lamure  would  haphazardly  launch  crntd  the  public  at  will  and  were  nd  teihpared  dr  leasbad  in  any  lashidn.  Two 
staff  members  were  present  during  the  encounler,  however,  one  slaff  member  was  responsible  for  photograpny  and 
could  ncH  provide  supervisipn. 

Non-hurrwn  primates  are  pennitted  physical  coniaict  wiHh  the  public  only  if  they  are  under  ibe  direct  oonUcl  oF  an 
expanancad  handler  at  liainer  ai  all  timas  during  Lhe  ocrddct.  Tba  mcbilily  o1  these  3 animals  aven  at  G monllia  of  aga 
as  evidenced  by  random  jumping  through  out  ihe  room  and  rarxJom  jumping  on  and  ofl  the  public  dearly 
demonstrated  direct  central  could  nei  be  executed  with  one  stall  member  and  3 tree-raaming  animals. 

To  prelect  iFie  animals  and  public  from  pplenlial  injury,  all  nor-hurngn  primg.les  in  physical  contact  with  the  public 
must  be  under  lt>e  diract  conlrol  p1  a handler  or  iralnar  at  alt  limes  dunng  the  coniact.
